The two men 
stepped down onto the red-car­ 
peted tarmac together and in­ 
spected an honor guard and 
then stood at attention as a 


French military band played 
the American and French na­ 
tional anthems. 
Ford and Chirac then pro­ 
ceeded to the Chateau de Ram- 
bouillet 30 miles southwest of 
Paris for three days of talks 
with the leaders of France, 
West Germany, Britain, Japan 
and Italy. The conference is to 
begin at 6 p.m. — noon EST.

Our columns have brought 
a deluge of additional com­ 
plaints, which we have verified. 
On the carrier Hancock, a 
young seaman plunged to his 
death 
because

Navy 
negligence On the c a rrie r 
Saratoga, 
sailors 
choked 
at 
night 
in 
squalid, 
120-degree 
bunkrooms. The roach-infested 
destroyer tender Sierra served 
food that was “barely edible.” 
Other Navy craft have put out 
to sea on special missions, in­ 
tended to teach how to survive a 
nuclear attack, when they were 
so dilapidated they could barely 
survive the trip out of the har­ 
bor. 
The 
creaky 
old 
c a rrie r 
Saratoga is a sad symbol of the 
state of the modern Navy. Since 
it was commissioned in 1956, the 
Navy has been compelled to load 
it down with the sophisticated 
equipment of the nuclear age. 
This has required a host of 
technicians 
who 
have 
been 
shoehorned into overcrowded 
quarters. 
A few weeks ago, the carrier 
set out on a training cruise. But 
its commander, Capt. Robert 
Dunn, had to head into port five 
days early because it was in no 
condition to remain at sea. 
Despite Dunn’s best efforts, 
crewmen had to work 12 to 18 
hours a day simply to keep the 
Saratong moving. The engineers 
and 
firemen 
often 
had 
no 
showers to wash off the grime of 
their long drudgery. 
The bathrooms were dirty, the 
toilets 
and urinals clogged. 
Chow lines were so long that 
crewmen 
complained 
it 
sometimes took two hours to get 
served. Dunn insisted, however, 
that 
the 
maximum was 45 
minutes. Enlisted men, for lack 
of cold milk and water, often 
drank warm soda pop with their 
meals. 


At sea, a fire broke out and 
tied up some crewmen all night. 
Yet they were summoned to 
reveille at 6 a.m. When they 
finally straggled to their bunks, 
the air conditioner was broken, 
and they sweltered. 
One enlisted m en’s lounge, 
established for a dozen men, 
usually thronged with as many 
as 50. Yet crowding became so 
bad that the lounge was con­ 
verted into bunk space. This left 
many sailors with no convenient 
space to write letters or watch 
TV. 
Even 
the 
junior 
officers’ 
quarters were so confined that 
two civilian technical experts 
took one look and fled the ship. 
An earlier group of civilians, 
representing 
defense 
con­ 
tracto rs, com plained abount 
aviation fuel in their living 
space. 
Yet, 
when 
a gold-braided 
inspection 
team 
arrived 
on 
board, they virtually ignored the 
enlisted 
m en’s 
plight 
but 
growled about missing light 
bulbs, toothbrush holders and 
towel holders in the officers’ 
rooms. The Navy inspectors 
were positively indignant, for 
instance, 
about an officer’s 
stuck drawer. 
The team ’s confidential in­ 
spection 
report, nevertheless, 
found the Saratoga to 
be 
plagued 
with 
operational 
problems. For example, the war 
room’s intercom was “unable to 
communicate with all stations,” 
a 
coaxial 
cable was loose, 
electrical circuits had shorted 
and window wipers on the bridge 
were missing or nonfunctioning. 
On 
another 
carrie r, 
the 
Hancock, we learned that 19- 
year-old 
seaman 
apprentice, 
Timothy Johnston, plunged 35 
feet to a concrete landing while 
he was painting. His death can 
be attributed directly to Navy 
negligence. 
For the Navy had ignored 
federal 
safety 
regulations, 
which require sailors working 
over the ship’s side to wear 
safety lines. There weren’t even 
any safety harnesses on board 
the day Johnston fell. 
Timothy’s 
parents, 
furious 


the 
he 


over the Navy’s attempt to shift 
the blame, told us: “We are 
determined our son’s death will 
mean something ... if we can 
save even one boy’s life.” 
The Navy finally reopened the 
case 
after 
Senators 
Henry 
Jackson, D-Wash., and W arren 
M agnuson, 
D-Wash., 
in­ 
tervened. Jackson is presently 
looking into the complaint of a 
Navy industrial safety expert, 
Phelps 
Hobart, 
who wrote: 
“Much of the Navy’s safety 
program 
is 
directed 
at 
protecting 
A dm irals, 
not 
sailors.” 
The main purpose of 
Navy’s safety programs, 
charged, was to keep the Navy 
operational, not to save lives. 
“I only wish I could tell the 
truth and reveal the deplorable 
safety and health conditions 
with the Department of the 
Navy,” the safety specialist 
declared. 
To the Navy’s credit, it made 
documents available to us and is 
now taking disciplinary action 
against the officers responsible 
for Johnston’s death. 
The 
General 
Accounting 
Office, 
spurred 
by 
such 
tragedies, is also doing an in­ 
vestigation of government on- 
the-job safety, which has turned 
up glaring deficiencies in both 
military and civilian agencies. 
The Navy, for its part, cites 
the 
1975 
President’s Safety 
Award as evidence of its at­ 
tention to safety. As in the past, 
the Navy also insists it is doing 
the best it can to repair the 
brokendown ships. 
A spokesman explained that 
Vietnam operations, a shortage 
of 
m aintenance 
men, 
inadequate funds and other 
factors have led to the disrepair. 
At present, 60 ships are running 
late on repairs, and repair funds 
were chopped from the new 
budget. 
Yet somehow, there seems to 
be plenty of funds to maintain 
the Admirals’ style of living. 
Few 
have given up their 
limousine 
service, 
dismissed 
their enlisted servants, reduced 
their office acreage or turned in 
their fancy furniture. 


In campaigning for Wyman in 
New 
Hampshire’s

White House Hard Hats: 
Reagan 
challenges 
Ford 
in 
sharp attack on President’s tie 
with construction unions 
CHICAGO — In the Northwest 
the other day an influential 
construction contractor leaned 
over his coffee cup and told me: 
“We’re 
going 
to 
straighten 
(Gerald) Ford out.” I asked 
how. “Boycott, boycott,” said 
he. 
“How?” I queried. His retort 
explained why President Ford’s 
political campaign funds are 
drying up. 
“The President can have the 
hard hats, who’ll cross him in 
the end anyway, or he can have 
us, if it’s not too late. Our money 
isn't pouring in. Personally I’m 
holding up all those money 
pledge cards and I’ve been a 
R epublican 
all 
my 
life,” 
snapped 
the 
building trades 
contractor. 
No idle threat this, especially 
since the chap in Oregon reflects 
the 
influential 
A ssociated 
General Contractors and most 
of U.S. heavy industry in an 
organization 
known 
as 
the 
Round Table. 
The 
construction 
industry, 
traditionally 
R epublican 
-- 
particularly where it counts, in 
the campaign coffers - is the 
world’s largest industry. Itdoes 
about $130 
billion worth 
of 
construction a year. It employs 
far more than the auto, steel and 
rubber business sectors com­ 
bined. 
So there’s much more to the 
current complex battle over two 
intricate 
bills 
now 
moving 
through 
the 
Congress 
to 
President 
Ford’s desk. 
Ind- 
siders refer to one proposal as 
“common situs.” This would 
give a construction union (and I 
do believe even a luncheonette 
local) the right to picket a mass 
construction project (such as 
the original Cape Canaveral 
moon rocket base) on which 50 
contractors are at work even if 
the union dispute is between one 
local 
and 
one sm all 
sub­ 
contractor. 
Obviously 
the 
pickets would shut down the 
entire project. 
America’s labor chiefs have 
been fighting for this - for ap­ 
parent reasons -- for 25 years. It 
would give them the chance to 
drive non-union workers from 
the field. 
During private conversations 
with the AFL-CIO’s Building 
and 
Construction 
Trades 
Department 
president 
Bob 
Georgine, Jerry Ford, playing 
for hard-hat support, agreed to 
sign the common situs bill if. . . 
The “if” being the condition 
that there also comes along at 
the 
same 
tim e the 
(U.S. 
Secretary of Labor) Dunlop bill. 
This 
provides 
for 
a 
pre­ 
construction strike cooling-off 
period. It calls for a national 34- 
man 
construction 
industry 
collective bargaining com ­ 
mittee. This body reportedly 
would be able to contain local 
strike fever. 
The lineup of antagonists in 
this labor-management drama 
makes the 
fight itself as 
politically significant to the 
public as will be the industrial 
impact of the two Mils. 
President Ford has, in the 
words of a political veteran, 
been “playing to his weakness.” 


Ford is being clobbered by the 
AFL-CIO high command. He is 
not certain of the support of 
Frank Fitzsimmons, Teamsters 
general 
president, 
or 
the 
beleaguered team sters them­ 
selves. Thus Ford needs some 
labor backing. So with the aid of 
John Dunlop, who is everywhere 
at the same time and gets there 
by perpetual “red eye” airline 
flying, Ford got the construction 
union chief Georgine into the 
Oval Office, set forth the two 
bills 
and 
promised 
to sign 
common situs. 
But, explained Mr. Ford, he’ll 
have to sign the cooling-off bill 
as well. Georgine thought that 
was a 
good bargain. 
The 
President later flew out to San 
Francisco to address the hard- 
hat convention. That was the 
day Sara Moore took a shot al 
him. 
Earler, on July 22, in the 
Cabinet Room, he had told a 
group 
of 
construction 
con­ 
tractors 
he would sign the 
cooling-off bill to control con­ 
struction strikes -- but that as 
balance he’d have to sign the 
common situs thing into law. 
That didn’t make the con­ 
tractors 
tear 
up 
the 
Rose 
Garden out of sheer joy. There’s 
fragmented bargaining in the 
construction 
industry 
almost 
inconceivable to the public. For 
example, there is a 1969 report 
on Dunlop ’s desk disclosing 
that in New York state at least 
720 local unions representing 21 
trades 
bargained 
with 
160 
employer associations, resulting 
in 
400 agreements 
covering 
building, heavy and highway 
construction. 
The contractors argue there’s 
no law which can cool off all 
those unions ~ and if one goes 
out it can cripple billions of 
dollars worth of construction. 


So the war was on. The U.S. 
Chamber of Commerce, the 
National 
Assn. 
of Manufac­ 
turers, the Right to Work (anti­ 
union, anti-closed shop) Com­ 
mittee and 
scores of other 
businessmen’s 
groups 
joined 
with the Associated General 
Contractors’ president J. N. 
Matich and James Sprouse, its 
executive vice president, in the 
fight on common situs. 
Many industrialists told Jerry 
Ford’s campaign people not to 
come knocking at their door for 
funds. 


And just the other day Ronnie 
Reagan jumped into the battle 
with a sharp attack on common 
situs. There’s no doubt where he 
stands. He used such words as 
the “ blackmail effect” of 
common 
situs. 
Construction 
contractors hailed him as a 
“profile in courage. ” 
Of course, labor’s powerful 
lobbies are on the Hill. It’s a 
quiet war because words such as 
common situs don’t have the 
zing 
of 
a 
CIA 
or 
FBI 
congressional 
investigation 
leak. Nor of^a Vietnam war 
policy debate. But the report is 
that the fight is the hottest and 
is drawing the most pressure 
and protest action since Viet­ 
nam. 
It will take a while to prove the 
political wisdom of Jerry Ford’s 
strategy of taking his strength 
for granted while playing to his 
political weakness. 
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“ Sorry our mayor isn’t here to roll out the 
red carpet but considering the state of the 


city, please accept this IOU.”

WASHINGTON - Conditions 
aboard some of the Navy's 
proudest ships are shocking and 
shameful. We have written in 
the past about the deteriorating 
fleet Our columns have brought 
a deluge of additional com­ 
plaints, which we have verified 
On the carrier Hancock, a 
young seaman plunged to his 
death 
because 
of 
Navy 
negligence On 
the carrier 
Saratoga, 
sailors 
choked 
at 
night 
in 
squalid, 
120-degree 
bunkrooms The roach-infested 
destroyer tender Sierra served 
food that was "barely edible.” 
Other Navy craft have put out 
to sea on special missions, in­ 
tended to teach how to survive a 
nuclear attack, when they were 
so dilapidated they could barely 
survive the trip out of the har­ 
bor. 
The 
creaky 
old 
carrier 
Saratoga is a sad symbol of the 
state of the modern Navy Since 
it was commissioned in 1956, the 
Navy has been compelled to load 
it down with the sophisticated 
equipment of the nuclear age. 
This has required a host of 
technicians 
who 
have 
been 
shoehorned 
into overcrowded 
quarters 
A few weeks ago, the carrier 
set out on a training cruise But 
its commander, Capt 
Robert 
Dunn, had to head into port five 
days early because it was in no 
condition to remain at sea 
Despite Dunn’s best efforts, 
crewmen had to work 12 to 18 
hours a day simply to keep the 
Saratong moving The engineers 
and 
firemen 
often 
had 
no 
showers to wash off the grime of 
their long drudgery, 
The bathrooms were dirty, the 
toilets 
and urinals clogged 
Chow lines were so long that 
crewmen 
complained 
it 
sometimes took two hours to get 
served Dunn insisted, however, 
that 
the 
maximum 
was 
45 
minutes Enlisted men, for lack 
of cold milk and water, often 
drank warm soda pop with their 
meals 


At sea, a fire broke out and 
tied up some crewmen all night. 
Yet they were summoned to 
reveille at 6 a.m. When they 
finally straggled to their bunks, 
the air conditioner was broken, 
and they sweltered. 
One enlisted men’s lounge, 
established for a dozen men, 
usually thronged with as many 
as 50. Yet crowding became so 
bad that the lounge was con­ 
verted into bunk space. This left 
many sailors with no convenient 
space to write letters or watch 
TV. 
Even 
the 
junior 
officers’ 
quarters were so confined that 
two civilian technical experts 
took one look and fled the ship 
An earlier group of civilians, 
representing 
defense 
con­ 
tractors, complained abount 
aviation fuel in their living 
space.

inspection 
team 
arrived 
on 
board, they virtually ignored the 
enlisted 
men’s 
plight 
but 
growled about missing light 
bulbs, toothbrush holders and 
towel holders in the officers’ 
rooms. The Navy inspectors

about

stuck drawer. 
The team’s confidential in­ 
spection 
report, nevertheless, 
found 
the Saratoga 
to

plagued 
with 
operational 
problems For example, the war 
room’s intercom was “unable to 
communicate with all stations,” 
a 
coaxial 
cable 
was 
loose, 
electrical circuits had shorted 
and window wipers on the bridge 
were missing or nonfunctioning 
On 
another 
carrier, 
the 
Hancock, we learned that 19- 
year-old 
seaman 
apprentice, 
Timothy Johnston, plunged 35 
feet to a concrete landing while 
he was painting His death can 
be attributed directly to Navy 
negligence 
For the Navy had ignored 
federal 
safety 
regulations, 
which require sailors working 
over the ship’s side to wear 
safety lines There weren’t even 
any safety harnesses on board 
the day Johnston fell. 
Timothy’s 
parents, 
furious

It passed the 300-member body by a 
vote of 90 to 84, and some supporters felt it was Walsh’s position 
which made it so tight. 
The resolution called for the ABA to urge “the President of the 
United States to take into consideration the fact that extraordinarily 
few women now serve as federal judges” when he makes judicial 
appointments. 
A report accompanying the resolution noted that of 637 federal 
judges from the district court level and up, only six are women. 
Walsh said Thursday that he wasn’t sure the resolution was ever 
communicated to President Ford and, if it was, he has received no 
response. 
Among those urging Ford to nominate the first woman to sit on the 
nation’s highest court as a successor to retiring Justice William O. 
Douglas are women’s rights groups and First Lady Betty Ford. 
The list submitted to the ABA by the Ford administration re­ 
portedly contains fewer than 12 potential nominees, but Atty. Gen. 
Edward H. Levi has invited the ABA to submit additional can­ 
didates. However, an ABA official said the organization is not ex­ 
pected to do so. 
In a telephone interview Thursday, Walsh defended his stand 
against the resolution on women before the House of Delegates and 
said he didn’t think it would prejudice the ABA’s 11-member, all­ 
male Committee on the Federal Judiciary, which will screen the list 
of potential Supreme Court nominees. 
“I didn’t think that you should select a judge on the basis of sex,” 
said Walsh. “ My feeling is that there are some women qualified for 
appointment and you don’t need to appoint them just because they’re 
women.” 
Walsh said there is little room for bias by committee members. 
They will not have to choose one equally qualified candidate over 
another, thereby eliminating the possibility of sex as a factor, he 
said. 
“They’ll be asking themselves three questions, all dealing with the 
professional qualifications of the prospective nomnee — integrity,

Mrs. Creekmore drove from 
her home in Caruthersville for 
the ceremonies. 
Actually, 
Creekmore

received a copy of the general 
orders awarding him the Silver 
Star in 1945, but had never 
received the medal. 
Jim Little, a retired Marine 
Corps 
first 
sergeant 
and 
veterans benefit counselor at the 
VA Hospital, explained why: 
“Belon was in the hospital 
here from September to October 
for a stomach disorder,’’ the 
sergeant said.

time he came in to see me about 
the possibility of receiving some 
benefits.

LAKEWOOD, N .J, (AP) - 
Among the gifts given by Presi- 
Jent Ford and his family to for­ 
eign dignitaries are porcelain 
icidptures of American wildlife 
jy a l^akewood man who emi­ 
grated from Austria 
Sculptures by Dr. Irving Bur- 
¡»ues have been presented by 
die first family to the prime 
ministers of Austria and Spain 
and the queen of Belgium. They 
are in the permanent collec­ 
tions of the White House, Is­ 
rael’s 
presidential 
mansion, 
Vatican Palace and the Krem­ 
lin, as well as several museums 
and colleges 
The highly detailed, colorful 


statuettes of animals and flow­ 
ers also have become popular 
among 
private 
purchasers. 
They 
pay 
from about 
$150 
apiece on up for them, depend­ 
ing on rarity and complexity. 
Many of my pieces are life- 
size sculptures, but they’re still 
diminutive,” 
says 
Burgues. 
‘‘They’re well suited to homes, 
where there is not a lot of 
space available, like a fine 
piece of jewelry.” 
Burgues issues from 100 to 
150 copies of each sculpture, 
then destroys the molds so they 
can’t be reissued. 
“ If I want to reduce the price 
so more people can purchase a 
piece, I make a larger issue,” 
says Burgues, who trained as a 


dentist 
because 
his 
father 
thought art was a financially 
impractical profession. 
Some of the colorful sculp­ 
tures include scores of sepa­ 
rately molded pieces that are 
colored and assembled with liq­ 
uid porcelain before they’re 
baked. Some take two to three 
years to produce. 
Burgues hesitates to give de­ 
tails about his techniques, and 
says he won’t allow anyone ex­ 
cept photographers to visit his 
studio on the edge of a woods 
in this Ocean County commu­ 
nity. 
Burgues, who was a painter 
and marble sculptor until he 
began working in porcelain 15 
years ago, says it took him five 
years to “ conquer” his new 
medium because there was “ no 
literature” on it. 


Burgues says he uses the 
original Chinese formula for 
porcelain clay that goes back to 
the 14th century. 
He began working in porce­ 
lain because he finds it “ the 
most expressive of all media.” 
‘‘I was seeking expression in 
both 
dimensions, 
color 
and 
form,” he says, “ As a painter, 
I was intent on color, and as a 
sculptor I was intent on form.” 
“ There are many pitfalls in 
the creation of a piece of porce­ 
lain art,” says Burgues. 
It took 40 tries to get a fin­ 
ished casting of his “ Big Horn 
Sheep” sculpture without kiln 
cracks, he says. Burgues, an 
ardent conservationist, created 
. the sculptures because the spe­ 
cies is becoming extinct.

The department reported Fri­ 
day that total benefits under 
the four unemployment insur­ 
ance programs were $30.1 mil­ 
lion in October, $2.8 million 
more than the month before. 
About 111,900 persons collected 
payments under the plans. 
Of the total, $17.8 million was 
paid from the state's swiftly 
dwindling unemployment com­ 
pensation 
trust 
fund, 
while 
about $12.3 million was feder­ 
ally funded. The average week­ 
ly benefit amount was $67.95, 
up more than $14 from a year 
earlier primarily due to a boost 
in jobless benefits approved by 
the legislature last spring. 
While fewer persons were col­ 
lecting benefits than in pre­ 


vious months this year, the to­ 
tal still covered by the program 
now is three times higher than 
those who claimed benefits in 
October 1974. 
Because of the drain on the 
multi-million dollar unemploy­ 
ment compensation trust fund 
due to the highest jobless rate 
since World War II, employes 
will be paying the highest pos­ 
sible tax beginning in January 
to help rebuild the fund. That 
tax assessment, based on a 
complicated formula involving 
total wages paid by an employ­ 
er, will include for the first 
time a t2 per cent surtax in ad­ 
dition to the rates charged un­ 
der the law’s normal comput­ 
ation. 
Because of the high unem­ 
ployment, state officials now 
believe the trust fund will go 
broke late next fall and money 
to continue making unemploy­ 
ment payments will have to be 
borrowed from the federal gov­ 
ernment.
